My Dearest: 

I am very enthusiastic abov>t Navy life. We lie around until five 
o'clock in the morning, This, of course, gives us plenty of time to 
get dressed, shaved, and make our bunks etc., b ,r 5 ; 10. At we 

stand outside and .shiver until a CPO gets ready to give us some exer¬ 
cise. Thirty minutes later, muscles aching and spirit broken, we 
grope our way through the darkness to the mess hall where we eat a 
hearty breakfast of beans and unidentified liquid. 

After gorging ourselves with this delicious repast we waddle slowl; 
back to the bunk rooms. We have'nt a thing to do until eight o'clock, 
so we just sit around and scrub toilets, swab decks, wash windows, and 
pick up cigarette butts and coke bottles for miles around* 

Soon the CPO comes in and says, "Come on o^t in the sun kiddies", 
(Does the sun shine in Virginia?) so we go out in the beautiful sun¬ 
light. Of course it does'nt matter that everything is muddy and that • 
it has rained continually for the past month and fog has enveloped the 
area for a year. 

At eight o'clock we put on our light landing pack, which is not to 
be confused with the heavy landing pack. The light pack consists of 
one fifty calibre machine gun, canteen, first aid kit, fire extinguish 
er, 200 ft. of line, hand axe, small spade, a complete sea bag and oth: 
er negligible items. Carrying my light pack I weigh 292 pounds. Witu 
out it I weigh 142 pounds. 

We march around the base for three or four hours. The boys who foJ 
out are treated ver T well. Thev go to the Br ! g for a few days where 
they are feasted on a repast of bread and water hut do not have to fac 
a court martial. At twelve o'clock, those who can, limp to the sick '■ 
bay. They are divided into two classes, those who have athletes foot 
and those that have colds. Those who have athletes foot get their 
feet swabbed with iodine, T hose who have colds get their throats 
swabbed with iodide. Anyone who claims that he has neither athletes 
foot or a cold is sent to the Brig for impersonating an Officer. I 
am very popular at the dispensary. I have both cold and athletes foot. 

I really have T.B, but know when to keep my mouth shut. 

Well, that is all I have time to write now. I must rush to the 
recreation hall where we have v a movie playing that I saw ten years 
in civilian life. After the picture we are going to ^avo a quizz show. 
Whoever guesses what we had for supper gets promoted to an Ensign. •
